IV Ins Case Against Joneph .Myers of 
the Sixth Hard Nf Keeping Hor-s 
Within the City Limit-.. 

In the case of the City of Maysvlllo 
analnst Joseph Myers In Police Court 
Sn'urday afternoon the defendant was 
MikmI $25 for permitting and maintain- 
ing a nuisance in the City of Mays- 
ville. 

The case was over the matter of 
keeping hogs within the city limits, 
which practice the Hoard of Health 
h determined to break up Mr. Myers 
was notified by the Hoard of Health on 
September to abate the nuisance 
v.ithin five days. He saw one of the 
members of the board and asked that 
the time be extended a little as one of 
the hogs would have a litter of piec 
within a few days. His request was 
granted but visiting the premises 
about a month luter the Board found 
that he had not complied with the re 
quest and the number had Increased 
considerably. 

Mr. Myers stated that he had mx 
kept his hogs confined all of the tlmi 
as he allowed them to run in Ihe ball 
park during the day. He claimed that 
he had always kept his pens in a very 
good condition. He said that since th" 
first visit of the Board to his preml-cs 
several litters of pigs had appeared. 

The proposition then brought out 
the fact that there were several gaps 
In the fences of the ball park and that 
unless some one was present to watch 
the hogs would escape. The prosecu- 
tion asked for a fine of not less than 
ten nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars per day since the expiration of the 
time to abate the nuisance. 

The Jury found Mr. Myers guilty nn<| 
placed his tine at $zS. He will pro- 
bably appeal the caae.

THE HOUSE OF A THOU8AND BROKEN PROMISES 



There have been objection* on the part of liemoerntie ssaraken: 
and Democratic official* to criticism of the President. TheDeinn- 
eratic publicity agents have busily engaged themselves in building 
up the fiction that the presidential office is sacrosanct. By their 
work* shall ye know them, and while the record of the Democratic 
administration is considered it is not at all surprising that criticism 
is objected to. This is especially true when the broken pledges of 
the Democratic platform are considered. 

The administration holds the record of abject surrenders, and 
for treating platform declarations as "scraps of paper." The one 
term plank in the platform is an example in point. The first great 
fundamental surrender of the administration is when it treated tin 
declaration relative to the Panama ( anal tolls as " ii scrap of paper. " 
This plank in the platform declared: 

"We favor the exemption from toll of Americnn ships engaged 
in coastwise trade passage through the Punamal Canal." 

The railroads objected, and foreign countries objected, and the 
President promptly surrendered. The platform declared for rigid 
observation of civil service, yet under no administration in lattet 
years has the civil service law been treated with such sennt consider 
ation. 

Probably the most fundamental and astounding abandonment of 
platform promises is that contained in the abandonment of Ameri. 
abroad. The platform declaration on this subject declared: 
"The constitutional rights of American citizens should protect 
them on our borders, and go with them throughout the world, and 
every American citizen residing or having property in any foreign 
country is entitled to and must be given the full protection of the 
United States Government, both for himself and his prpperty." 

In the face of this declaration Americans have been abandoned 
in Mexico, arid were insulted by being asked what they were doing 
there. A hundred lives have been sacrificed on the high seas where 
have been killed to the accompaniment of the staccato notes of 
a Presidential typewriter. In the face of these declarations supreme 
irony is found in this one last plank contained in the house of a thou 
sand broken promises erected at Baltimore. It says: 

'Our platform is one of the principles which we believe to be 
essential to our national welfare. Our pledges are made to be kepi 
while in office as well as relied upon during the campaign. "

Churches and temperance bodice 
throughout the state arc preparing to 
erlebrat-' the wiping out of the liquor 
traffic in Virginia with "Watch" ser- 
vices.
